A bonding proposal to build a new 


$4.3 million middle school jattached 
to the high school was | defeated 
Monday in the Crawford AuSable 
School District by a 1233-776 vote. 


The proposal to replace the 67- 
year-old middle school in town with 
a new building was rejected by 955 
to 682 in Precinct I, 187 to 57 in Pre- 
cinct 2, and 91 to 38 in Precinct 3. 

Precinct I covers Grayling Town-

ship, the city of Grayling, half of 
Beaver Creek, and asmall part of 
Kalkaska County. Precinct 2 covers 
Frederic and Maple Forest town- 
ships and a small portion of Otsego 
County.

The voter turnout was moderate - 
the total number of voters was about 
300 more than for a millage renewal 
in 1982 but about 800 less than for a 
millage increase vote in December, 
1981. 


Superintendent Reynolds Says 
Poor Economy Hurt Proposal

Crawford AuSable Schools Superintendent 
Kent Reynolds figures the area’s current poor 
economy was the biggest reason a new middle 
school proposal was defeated by 457 votes. 
Monday. 

‘*A lot of people have said they would like a 
new school but just can’t afford it now,” Rey- 
nolds said. 

He also felt some people voted no because 
they wanted the school in town and some 
people were still worried about the mixing of 
high schioci and middie school students. 

Whatever the reasons for the defeat, Rey- 
nolds said the voters told school officials the 
proposal on the ballot Monday was not the an- 
swer. He said he felt the schoo! board would 


go to the voters again within a year to decide 
on a new issue to solve middle schoo! building 
problems. 

Besides the problems at the 67-year-old 
middle school, the Grayling and Frederic 
Elementary schools are filled up with enroll- 
ment projected to increase steadily after next 
year. The proposed new middle schoo! was to 
house fifth graders leaving just K to 4th grade 
at the two elementary schools. 

The school board may survey voters in the 
Monday election to find out what type of build- 
ing proposal residents will support. A survey 
of voters this summer showed new construc- 
tion was favored over renovation of the mid- 
dle schooi mainly because of the high price 
tag on renovation. 


Bradford Lake Campground 
Given Special Use Permit -

The Crawford County Zoning Commission 
approved a special use permit last Wednes- 
day night for a 150-site campground along the 
southeast end of Bradford Lake proposed by 
Bernard Hamilton, of Grayling. 

A special use permit is required to allow the 
proposed mobile home and trailer camp- 
ground to be located in a residential-zoned 
area. The commission, comprised of chair- 
man Dennis Palmer, Donald Morgenstern, 
Edward Young, George Rybicki, and John 
Miller, voted 5-6 in favor of issuing the per- 
mit, and told Bradford Lake property owners 
in the audience opposed to the idea of a camp- 
ground that the special use permit can be 
pulled anytime if requirements aren’t met. 


The zoning commission said Hamilton must 
comply with all state and health department 
regulations, must provide his own rubbage 
service, erect a fence between the camp- 
ground and private land, provide supervision 
at the campground, and observe a 50-foot 
greenbelt along the lake shore and a 50-foot 
buffer zone of natural growth between the 
campground and adjacent private property. 

Bruce Jones, county building and zoning 
director, says the campground will be of no 
extra cost to taxpayers. The owner must 
provide garbage service, supervision, sewage 
disposal, water, electricity, and any other 
services, he said. 

“Why stop natural progress,” Jones said. 


“This wili benefit a lot of people in the coun: 


During a public hearing three weeks ago a 
petition of 200 county residents was presented 
favoring the proposed campground. The 
majority of the audience of 50 persons at the 
public hearing, most of them Bradford Lake 
property owners, were opposed to the camp- 
ground. 

The zoning commission told property 
owners worried about too much noise from 
the campground that Crawford County has a 
noise ordinance enforced by the sheriff dept. 

Bradford Lake resident Dick Brown, how- - 
ever, was worried about additional use and 
pollution the campground would add to the 
lake and the AuSable River. 

“The headwaters of the AuSable are right 
at the end of the Bradford Lake where the 
campground will be. You know how people 
are. There’s going to be bottles and other junk 
floating down the river.”’ 

Jones, who owns a campground, says the 
owner will have to maintain a clean camp- 
ground or his business will fold. 

Brown said he was also worried that 
Hamilton’s campground proposal was just 
the first step for developing the area. He said 
Hamilton owns hundreds of acres nearby in- 
cluding more than a mile of river frontage. 

The campground is likely to have a store, 
restrooms, laundry facilities, beach, and 
playground. The number of sites will be 
determined by the state health dept.

House Speaker Gary Owen (D- 


Ypsilanti) reported the Democratic 
leadership in both the House and 


will begin to hear the bills almost 
immediately after the Legislature 
convenes September 13 for the 
session. He added he expects the 
bills to be ready for floor action in 
the House early in the fall term. 

“We are determined to provide the 
types of structures and governmen- 
tal incentives that will assure the 
future economic vitality of our 
state,” Owen said referring to the 
strategic fund package. 

The eight-ball package was un- 


terim. 

The package is designed to 
provide additional venture capital to 
accelerate economic diversification 
and growth within the state. 

The fund would be used to coordi- 


nate efforts to eliminate duplication 


of efforts, provide for the guarantee 
of federal funds for venture capital 
and then make allocations on a case- 
by-case formula. 

Owen said another priority would 
be the appointment of an ad hoc 
committee to study Michigan’s K-12 
school system. 

The committee, to be chaired by 
Representatives James O'Neill (D- 
Saginaw) and William Keith (D- 
Garden City), will be charged with 
studying the efficiency and cost- 
effectiveness of the overall K-12 
system. 

The speaker said he hoped the 
committee would develop legislative 
initiatives to provide financial in- 
centives to encourage streamlining 
the delivery of K-12 services while

Referring to reports about a 
possible revenue surplus at the end 
of the fiscal year, Owen said a sur- 
plus will not exist just because 
revenues are greater than expen- 
ditures. 

Owen concluded that only after 
the state gets back into good fiscal 
shape could a surplus be considered 
to exist. 

He said with the accounting and

non-profit organization of 
nearly three quarters of a 
million veterans disabled in 
wartime military service. 
The DAV devotes its efforts 
exclusively to programs 
designed to benefit all of 
America’s 2% million 
disabled veterans, and their 
families. 

AS a non-governmental 
advocacy group for disabled 
veterans, the DAV main- 
tains a_ staff of  ap- 
proximately 300 full-time 
National Service Officers 
(NSOs), more than 90 per- 
cent of whom are disabled 
veterans of the Vietnam War 
period. Stationed at

The individual memberships are important we are told 
because the association will tell its member snowmobilers to 
patronize those who support the organization. It should he 
pointed out that the association will be having a delegate 
meeting at the Holiday Inn on September 17 beginning at 9:30 
a.m. One of the items that will be considered on the agenda 
will be the location of the annual meeting. Hopefully it can be 
held here and will be a winter plus for our economy. 

The Detroit Free Press last week printed a letter to the 
editor from chamber president Joe Wakeley in which he 
commented about the value of the National Guard to the 
economy of this area. He elaborated on many of the advan- 
tages of having Camp Grayling in this area and discussed the 
projects the guard has undertaken for the betterment of 
Crawford County. 

The letter was written as a result of an article which ap- 
peared in the Free Press some time ago which contained 
elements harmful to the guard and to the economy of the 
area. 

Recently the chamber submitted a project application to 
the Department of Natural Resources for a new snowmobile 
trail north and west of Grayling. While it is too early to ex- 
pect approval for the project, it apparently is being seriously 
considered. 

The trail would roughly parallel the horse trail and end 
up connecting with the Blue Bear Trail in Kalkaska County. 
If approved the trail would provide about 35 more miles of 
travel for the snowmobiles. 

A meeting of the Deer Hunters Roundup Committee was 
held last week and it was decided that the contest to rename 
the event would start immediately. Of course it was 


previously named the Redcoat Roundup but in the past few {fl 


years little red is evidenced in the hunters attire. 

Persons with an idea for a new name should write the 
name, their name, address and telephone number on a plain 
piece of paper and submit it to either the chamber office, 
Grayling State Bank, R & H Sports, Skip’s Sports Shop or to 
McDonalds. The contest will close on September 25 and the 
winner will be announced on September 26. The winner will 
receive a package of merchandise prizes worth $30.00. 

Present plans call for the Artrain to visit Grayling in the 
spring of 1984. The visit of the traveling art show will be spon- 
sored by the Crawford County Arts Council, the Chamber of 
and other civic groups. More to follow atalaterdate. 

A new law effective as cf April this year makes it man- 
datory for non-resident snowmobiles to have a permit to 
operate. The permit will cost $5 and must be obtained from 
an agent. The chamber intends to be an agent for the sale of 
these permits but it is suggested that if a business has con- 
siderable traffic in snowmobiles they may also desire to 
become a sales agent for the convenience of customers. 

The minimum order for the permits from the Michigan 
Department of State is 10 decals. These will cost $4.50 each 
with the agent tacking on the other 50 cents for cost of ad- 
ministration. Refunds may be obtained for unsold permits. 
The chamber office has a quantity of agent application 
blanks.
